| College game only 
_ a day away, Joe 
Paterno attended 
a Paterno Libraries Endow- 
ment reception on Friday, 
November 1, in the Rare 
Books Room of Pattee 
Library. Sixty-five guests, 
including President Bryce 
Jordan, joined Stuart Forth, 
dean of the University Librar- 
ies, and representatives from 
the media to honor Joe and 
the endowment bearing his 
name. Many who listened to 
remarks from Messrs. Jordan, 
Forth, and Paterno on the 
importance of libraries in 
general and the University 
Libraries in particular were 
themselves donors. Friends 
and supporters from near 
and far were present. 

The upbeat mood of the 
occasion augured well for 
success. Gifts and pledges 
poured in to reach $241,000 
by the end of 1985. Gifts 
under $500 arrived on an 
average of fifty per week near 
year’s end, along with several 
in excess of $500; the average 
for all gifts was more than 
$100. Three pledges of 
$20,000 each, including one 
from Joe Paterno, added sub- 
stantially to the fund. In all 
probability, the endowment 
will exceed $250,000 in gifts 
and pledges long before the 
end of the fiscal year in June 
1986—a good start toward 
the $1,000,000 goal. 

The Paterno Libraries 
Endowment made news, too. 
Major coverage included arti- 
cles in newspapers and maga- 
zines and a taped message 
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Joe Paterno with Pat Farrell and President Jordan 


with President Jordan and 
Coach Paterno talking about 
the Libraries and the endow- 
ment that appeared on radio 
and television rebroadcasts of 
football highlights. 

In addition to these and 
other promotional efforts, 
special Paterno Endowment 
bookplates affixed to volumes 
purchased with interest from 
the funds honor and memo- 
rialize individuals and groups 
in whose names contributions 
have been made. From all 
indications, the goal of 
$1,000,000 will be reached 
and indeed surpassed by the 
end of The Campaign for 
Penn State.

ieee) and technology, 
up-t -to- state library resources 
are essential to the teaching 
and research functions of the 
University. Annual funds and 
endowments to keep collec- 
tions current and to augment 
special collections of scarce 
books and journals are prior- 
ity areas for investment now 
and in the future. 

The largest Penn State col- 
lections are located at Univer- 
sity Park, where the Fred 
Lewis Pattee Library houses 
the central collection; the 
Arts Library; the Life Sci- 
ences Library; and a Special 
Collections Department con- 
sisting of rare books, Penn 
State and labor history 
archives, the Joseph Priestley, 
John O’Hara, and Allison- 


Shelley collections, and many 
other treasures. Music cas- 
settes, microforms, maps, and 
other nonbook materials in 
addition to an extensive col- 
lection of government publi- 
cations are also in Pattee. 

Most science and engineer- 
ing materials are contained in 
the four branch libraries on 
campus; an architecture read- 
ing room is also available. 
The collections of the Univer- 
sity Libraries are widely dis- 
persed throughout seventeen 
libraries of the Common- 
wealth Education System, the 
King of Prussia Graduate 
Center, Capitol Campus, and 
Behrend College. The com- 
bined resources include 
roughly 2,500,000 volumes, 
as well as several million other 
bibliographical items such as 
documents and audiovisual 
material. 

At first glance, these figures 
might seem astronomical, but 
when the needs of approxi- 
mately 60,000 students and 
more than 3,000 faculty are 
considered, the numbers are 
not quite so impressive. 
Moreover, recent high infla- 
tion rates for books and 
diminishing state and federal 
funds compound the diffi- 
culties the Libraries face in 
keeping pace with the rapid 
expansion of information and 
technology occurring in every 
academic discipline. 

Compared with other 
selected university libraries, 
Penn State fares poorly in the 
number of volumes in its 
library collections. In 1983- 
84, the latest year that nation- 
wide figures were compiled, 
the University Libraries at 
University Park rated fifty- 
fifth among 117 members of 
the prestigious Association of 
Research Libraries. Equally 
distressing is the fact that 


Penn State spent only $65 per 
student for library materials, 
as compared to $203 for the 
University of North Carolina, 
$117 for Louisiana State 
University, $109 for the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, $94 for 
Rutgers, and $76 for Temple. 

While much remains to be 
done to enhance library 
resources, a great deal has 
been accomplished in devel- 
oping innovative services. 
Foremost among these is the 
Library Information Access 
System (LIAS), which is an 
on-line catalog replacing the 
traditional card catalogs that 
served Penn State for more 
than a hundred years. An 
evolving system, LIAS gives 
users direct access to biblio- 
graphical information about 
most materials in the Univer- 
sity Libraries from terminals 
in Pattee and branches at 
University Park, as well as at 
the Capitol Campus, Behrend 
College, King of Prussia, and 
the seventeen libraries in the 
Commonwealth Education 
System. Remote access from 
microcomputers on and off 
campus is available via direct 
dial service. The quality and 
size of the LIAS data base 
(1,072,936 records to date) 
are increasing and eventually 
will represent nearly all items 
in the Libraries. 

In addition to LIAS, the 
University Libraries offer on 
a fee basis computerized liter- 
ature searches of several 
hundred data bases in the sci- 
ences, social sciences, engi- 
neering, and the humanities. 
Students are taught how to 
use library resources in an 
extensive instructional pro- 
gram conducted by the 
Libraries’ faculty members. 
Researchers benefit from an 
interlibrary loan service that 
provides them with materials 
unavailable at Penn State, but 
accessible from other librar- 


ies, many belonging to consor- 


tia and networks in which the 
Libraries have membership. 

Still, the continued 
enhancement of library 
resources remains a high 
priority. How is this to be 
accomplished? The future of 
the collections and of the 


Libraries in general will 
depend more and more on 
private support. This is why 
help from alumni and other 
friends is so important. The 
Libraries are indebted to the 
generosity of past and present 
donors, but in the future, 
even greater demands will be 
made on the private sector. 
Without such support the 
goal of excellence that the 
University is striving to attain 
will be very difficult, if not 
impossible, to reach. 


CLASS ACTS 
Gon Ws 


enn State alumni, 
young and old 
alike, are support- 
ing the University 
Libraries by contributing to 
the endowments established 
by their classes. Recent exam- 
ples illustrate this healthy 
trendin giving. 
Members of the Classes of 
1984 and 1985, for example, 
launched active campaigns 
during the spring months 
prior to their respective grad- 
uations. Appeals were publi- 
cized with banners, slogans, 


rer 


letters to class members, and 
media coverage requesting 
seniors to give all or part of 
their remaining deposit 
money to the University 
Libraries to establish endow- 
ments for the purchase of 
books. As an added incentive, 
the Class of 1985 resolved 
to top the $6,150 donated 
by its predecessor, a goal it 
exceeded by several hundred 
dollars at the end of 1985. 
Future contributions to each 
fund are expected to increase 
the endowments substan- 
tially. Interest from the funds 
will be used to buy books; 

a bookplate in each volume 
acquired will identify the 
class that made the purchase 
possible. 

In another recent effort, 
the Class of 1935 added 
approximately $75,000 to its 
“Depression years” endow- 
ment during and after the 
class reunion last spring. 
Established in 1935 from a 
remainder of $4,000 in the 
class treasury, the endowment 
was created when seniors 
opted to use their funds to 
buy books for the University 
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Libraries instead of ivy for 
campus festivals and clocks 
for college buildings. 

In recognition of their 
interest and generosity, a 
reception was held in the 
Rare Books Room of Pattee 
to honor class members, their 
spouses, and friends during 
reunion weekend last fall. In 
his remarks to the group, 
Stuart Forth, dean of the 
University Libraries, com- 
mented that while the Librar- 
les continue to develop 
computerized access to infor- 
mation and to strengthen 
instructional programs and 
other services, books remain 
basic to the Libraries’ mis- 
sion, and continued support 
from the University’s many 
alumni is necessary if collec- 
tions are to meet the growing 
needs and expectations of stu- 
dents and faculty. These and 
other class endowments are 
more than welcome signs 
from alumni at a time of 
diminishing dollars from state 
and federal sources.

LIBRARIES— A MAJOR 
EMPHASIS IN THE 
CAMPAIGN FOR PENN STATE 


he Libraries of 

The Pennsylvania 

State University 

sa are one of the 

nation’s most extensive uni- 
versity library systems with an 
on-line catalog and comput- 
ers routinely serving student 
and faculty needs. To retain 
this stature and keep pace 
with the rapid expansion in 
information and technology 
occurring in every academic 
field, increased funding is 
needed. 

Research in laboratories 
and in the field, as well as up- 
to-date classroom teaching, 
can be sustained only when 
the latest information in each 
discipline is available to fac- 
ulty and students. Excellence 
gained through the expected 
establishment of new chairs, 
professorships, and curricular 
enhancement is possible only 
in association with up-to-date 
library resources. 

Insufficient funding over 
the years has limited the 
capacity of the Libraries to 
respond to emerging fields, 
let alone meet ongoing needs. 
To ensure that the Libraries 
will contribute to the climate 
of excellence the Campaign 
fosters, Penn State will 
emphasize two priority areas 
for the Libraries: 
—Expansion of acquisition 

funds to keep collections 

current for ongoing sup- 
port of teaching and 
research. 

—Endowment or approved 
gifts-in-kind to augment 
the special collections of 
scarce or unique books and 
journals. Competition 1s 
keen for these materials, 
which are of great value in 
enriching the Libraries’ 
holdings. 

The ideal of the scholar- 
athlete, too, is one of Penn 
State’s most honored tradi- 
tions, and the Libraries 
assume a key role in helping 
this tradition to continue by 
naming a library endowment 


fund in honor of Penn State’s 
head football coach. 

The Libraries play a vital 
part in all areas of learning at 
the University. Gifts to The 
Campaign for Penn State will 
not substitute for public 
money, but they will enhance 
it. By meeting urgent needs 
outside the scope of other 
funding, private resources 
will supply the extra support 
required to maintain Univer- 
sity excellence. 


THE ALLISON- 
SHELLEY 
COLLECTION 


he Allison-Shelley 

Collection of 
(e more than 10,000 

books, many in 
English translation, and sev- 
eral thousand letters, man- 
uscripts, and drawings 
illustrative of literary and cul- 
tural relations of the United 
States and England with 
German-speaking nations of 
Europe, was bequeathed to 
The Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity in 1972 by Dr. Philip 
Allison Shelley. Dr. Shelley, 
a professor of German and 
comparative literature at 
Penn State, had assembled 
the collection over a period of 
forty years. As an important 
teaching and research 
resource, the collection, 
noted for its wide and varied 
range of materials, has 
attracted scholars from this 
country and abroad, as well as 
individuals with a general 
interest in Anglo-German lit- 
erature and cultural heritage. 

Among the notable items 

are the Saur Bible, the first 
German Bible printed in the 
United States; an eight-line 
fragment of Faust written in 
Goethe’s own hand; the only 
known copy of the first 
English translation of Hezd1; 
original illustrations of 
Grimms Fairy Tales; and large

and comprehensive holdings 
of the writings of poet, novel- 
ist, and world-traveler Bayard 
Taylor. The collection also 
includes literary almanacs, 
limericks, information on the 
origin and dissemination of 
the Christmas tree, and first 
editions of the works in trans- 
lation of Gunter Grass, Hein- 
rich Boll, and other German 
writers. A sampling of works 
in the collection is described 
in a catalog titled A Select 
Assembly of Notable Books and 
Manuscripts from the Allison-

Success can 
be credited not only to 
Paterno’s generosity but also 
to seven leadership gifts of 
$20,000 or more and to a 
special appeal honoring Joe’s 
twentieth year as Penn State’s 
head football coach. Books 
and other library materials 
purchased with income from 
the endowment will contain 
bookplates especially de- 
signed for the fund. 

Another generous gift 
came from James Milholland, 
Jr., Class of 1947, for the 
purchase of materials for the 
Rare Books Room of Pattee 
Library in memory of his fa- 
ther, James Milholland, a 
longtime University trustee 
and acting president of the 
University from 1947 to 
1950. The fund will be 
known as the James Mil- 
holland Rare Books Endow- 
ment. The donor, a retired 
senior vice president and di- 
rector of Harcourt Brace 
Jovanovich in New York 
City, now resides in State 
College. 

This past year the Class of 
1960 contributed in excess of 
$27,000 to establish an en- 
dowment for the purchase of 
books and materials for the 
University Libraries. Each 
book purchased with income 
from the fund also will con- 
tain a special bookplate indi- 
cating that the item is a gift 
of the Class of 1960. 

These and other recent 
gifts have significantly en- 
hanced the Libraries’ ability 
to provide materials for re- 
search and instruction.

anese Technical 
Abstracts, a monthly publica- 
tion that translates into En- 
glish approximately 5,000 ar- 
ticle abstracts from 750 
leading Japanese scientific 
journals covering robotics, 
microelectronics, telecommu- 
nications, bioengineering, ce- 
ramics, and many other re- 
lated subjects. Also acquired 
was Japanese Current Re- 
search, a compilation of tables 
of contents from each of the 
journals abstracted, and a 
subject, author, corporate, 
and institutional index. Full 
translation of articles into 
English will be available in 
the future. 

All three publications are 
produced by Japanese Tech- 
nical Information Service, a 
Xerox subsidiary, which is 
making accessible for the first 
time in English a large seg- 
ment of Japanese technologi- 
cal literature. Priced at 
$2,500 per year, the three- 
part service is a bargain even 
though the cost is not insig- 
nificant. Thanks to library 
support from both public 
and private funds, the addi- 
tion of these works will en- 
hance technological research 
and teaching at the 
University.

The fair 
also was an enormous incen- 
tive to the study of ethnogra- 
phy, and materials from Pa- 
cific and later American 
cultures were widely 
represented.

# J ibraries are brit- 
tle and deteriorating, and 
many of the others will expe- 
rience a similar fate over the 
next century. 

This appalling conclusion 
comes from the final report 
of the University Libraries 
Preservation Committee. 
Formed in 1984, the com- 
mittee conducted an inten- 
sive examination of the 
Libraries’ collections in an ef- 
fort to develop plans and 
procedures to insure the fu- 
ture preservation of a multi- 
million dollar investment. 

The most serious danger 
confronting preservationists 
is that of “brittle books.” The 
problem results from the 
nineteenth-century revolu- 
tion in papermaking which 
replaced rags with wood 
pulp as the primary compo- 
nent of paper. The chemical 
processes for making paper 
from wood pulp produces a 
higher acidic product. As 
time passes, the acidic resi- 
due in the paper, stimulated 
by high temperatures, 
fluctuating humidity, and ex- 
cessive ultraviolet light rays, 
causes the cellulose fibers to 
fragment, resulting in brittle, 
yellowing, and fragile books 
(see illustration). 

Based on the committee’s 
sample survey of the collec- 
tions, an estimated 70 per- 
cent of the Libraries’ books 
published between 1860 and 
1940 are brittle and deterior- 
ating. While only about 
seven percent of the books 
published since 1950 are 
brittle, the percentage inevi- 


tably will rise as time passes. 
The arsenal of weapons to 
combat this problem is dis- 
couragingly small. The most 
effective way to deal with 
one problem is to maintain 
year-round constant tempera- 


process is most useful for 
newly acquired books. 
Chemical treatment cannot 
reverse the damage to books 
already brittle. The Libraries’ 
only recourse is to retain the 
intellectual content of the

ture and humidity; most ex- 
perts consider 70°F and 50 
percent relative humidity the 
optimum. Even so, if and 
when this constancy is main- 
tained, it only slows deterio- 
ration and neither stops nor 
reverses It. 

In the future, however, it 
might be possible to deacid- 
ify the Libraries’ collections 
by chemical means. The Li- 
brary of Congress and other 
institutions have developed 
equipment to treat thousands 
of books at once, but this 


book on microfilm or, per- 
haps, optical disk. 

The Preservation Commit- 
tee recommends upgraded 
environmental systems, pres- 
ervation microfilming, and 
improved handling and re- 
pair of damaged and de- 
teriorating books. These 
steps are expensive, but ac- 
tion to ensure preservation 1s 
critical before millions of dol- 
lars of library materials pur- 
chased over the last century 
are lost.

Four of the twenty-one were established prior to 1930, one in 1902. 
No matter when they began, they continue to enhance the quality of 
book collections through private funds at a time of decreasing sup- 
port from state and federal sources. Most have names associated with 
the Penn State community and reflect the subject interests of indi- 
viduals honored or memorialized. This brief review is a roll call in 
their honor, an honor recognized in part by special bookplates 
affixed to each volume acquired with funds generated by the 


endowments. 


The Beaver Memorial Fund, established seventy years ago, pro- 
vides income for books about Pennsylvania history in the name of 


former Pennsylvania governor and acting President of the Univer- 
sity, James A. Beaver. Books on American history and American 
business enterprise are acquired with funds from the Edwin Earle 
Sparks Memorial Fund (1925) and the Boucke Memorial Fund 
(1959) respectively. The Special Collections Department receives 
considerable support from the Allison-Shelley Fund (1974) and 
William R. Slater Fund (1979). The former is intended primarily for 
German books in translation dealing with a broad range of German 
culture as it affects the English-speaking world (see Donor Newslet- 
ter No. 1). Income from the Slater Fund is shared between Reli- 
gious Affairs and the Penn State Libraries. Religious material, specif- 
ically books on Evangelical Christian subjects, is the province of the 
John Hamilton Fund (1921). 

Now in its eighty-fifth year, the George Blight Library Fund has 
been a steady source of income for books on agricultural subjects. 
Thanks in part to support from the Lester H. Freedman Memorial 
Fund (1934) Pattee’s holdings on the theatre keep pace with the aca- 
demic community’s growing interest in the stage. Various other dis- 
ciplines are enriched by the Bovard Renaissance Fund (1958) and 
the J. Burn Helme Fund (1946), the latter supporting major hold- 
ings in art and architectural history. Helme, former head of the Fine 
Arts Division at Penn State, was one of the three faculty members 
who conceived the idea of the land-grant frescoes in Old Main. 
While not subject-oriented, the Jane Fetter Library Fund, estab- 
lished more than twenty years ago gives latitude to learning by ex- 
posing undergraduates to a variety of extracurricular books in many 
fields. 

Undergraduates have played an important role in establishing li- 
brary endowments, as the Class of 1984 and the Class of 1985 dem- 
onstrated in the spirited fund drives they conducted during their 
senior years. But special credit goes to the “Depression Years” Clas- 
ses of 1932 and 1935 for the foresight and optimism of their mem- 
bers in starting endowments during a period of economic crisis. In 
recent years, income from the Class of 1932 has been used to pur- 
chase music books and scores. Meanwhile, funds from the Class of 
1935 and the Class of 1960 purchase books on many subjects for 
students in all colleges. The longest period that elapsed between 
graduation of a class and designation of a fund in its honor occurred 
in 1960, when members of the Class of 1907 launched an endow- 
ment for books on nuclear engineering. Likewise, the Class of 1936 
established a library endowment fifty years after its members gradua- 
ted. This mix of old and new endowments suggests a healthy trend 
as alumni and students become more active than ever in their sup- 
port of the Penn State Libraries. 

Interestingly, three members of the Libraries Development Advi- 
sory Board established endowments during the present decade. They 
are Dr. E. Willard Miller for the Ruby Skinner Miller Atlas Fund 
(1981) named in honor of Dr. Miller’s wife, the former head of the 
Maps Section in Pattee; James Milholland, Jr. for the James 
Milholland Rare Books Endowment (1985) established as a memo- 
rial to his father, long-term University trustee and acting president 
of the University from 1947 to 1950; and Joe Paterno for the 
Paterno Libraries Endowment (1984), an important part of The 
Campaign for Penn State. The phenomenal success of the Paterno 
Fund has been described in considerable detail elsewhere. 

Future issues of the Newsletter will include articles about specific 
endowments and major acquisitions they have made possible. Funds 
from other private sources will also be recognized, as they have been 
in the past. Beaver, Boucke, Blight, Bovard, and all the other en- 
dowments mentioned in this roll call have one basic goal in com- 
mon: continued enhancement of the quality of book collections in 
the Penn State Libraries.

reer of Carl A. 
Peterson (1903-— 
1986), mining engineer and 
executive of coal mining 
companies, has been given to 
the Special Collections De- 
partment of the University 
Libraries by Peterson’s 
daughters, Mrs. Flora C. 
Smith of Walled Lake, 
Michigan, and Mrs. Sara 
Anderson of Arlington, 
Virginia. The Peterson Pa- 
pers provide information on 
the health and safety aspects 
of anthracite mining, the 
mechanization of bituminous 
coal mining, and the daily 
work of coal mining manag- 
ers and supervisors. The gift 
includes reports to company 
superintendents that 
Peterson, a graduate of Penn 
State in 1925, prepared dur- 
ing his management training 
in the mid-1920s, diaries and 
correspondence from the late 
1930s until the late 1950s, 
and graphs, charts, and maps 
showing the impact of mine 
mechanization costs on coal 
mining. 

Important as a source of 
research materials on many 
aspects of coal mining in 
Pennsylvania, the Peterson 
Papers contribute signifi- 
cantly to the Libraries’ valua- 
ble resources in Pennsylvania 
industrial and mining 
history.

| sixth year the 
George Blight 
Agricultural Fund 
continues to yield income. 
Established in 1902 from a 
$5,000 legacy willed by Mr. 
Blight, the fund has been a 
modest but reliable source of 
income for library books and 
periodicals on agricultural 
subjects. This past year the 
Life Sciences Library (for- 
merly the Agricultural Li- 
brary) used Blight funds to 
buy rare and out-of-print 
works, fill gaps in serials 
holdings, and strengthen spe- 
cialized resources in mycol- 
ogy (see article on the 
Kneebone Mushroom Refer- 
ence Collection in this issue). 
In addition to leaving a 
source of income for books 
and periodicals, Blight also 
willed a substantial part of 
his personal library on agri- 
cultural subjects to Penn 
State. 

Born in Philadelphia in 
1818, Blight became treas- 
urer of the Philadelphia Soci- 
ety for the Promotion of Ag- 
riculture in 1845, a position 
he held for forty-five years. 
This prestigious society num- 
bered among its members

George Washington, 
Nicholas Biddle, Benjamin 
Rush, and many other distin- 
guished Americans with agri- 
cultural interests. Blight, a 
member of the Penn State 
Board of Trustees (1867-69) 
and a practicing farmer, 
wrote widely on agricultural 
subjects. He died in 1894, 
only six years after the Agri- 
cultural Library opened. In 
this centenary year of the 
“Ag Library,” Blight’s reputa- 
tion assumes added signifi- 
cance for the continuous 
funding his legacy made 
possible.

NEW BOOK 
BY PATTEE 
AUTHOR 


Corncribs in History, Folklife, 
and Architecture by Dr. Keith 
Roe, head of the Life Sci- 
ences Library, is a richly il- 
lustrated history dealing with 
the origins and diversity of 
corncribs from the perspec- 
tive of America’s most im- 
portant crop. The work in- 
cludes nearly two hundred 
sketches and photographs in- 
terspersed with concise com- 
mentary on corncrib develop- 
ment and discussions of 
economic, technological, and 
social changes through the 
last three-and-a-half centu- 


ries. Dr. Roe’s book is a cor- 
nucopia of Americana, over- 
flowing with little-known 
facts and references to nostal- 
gic events, such as the na- 
tional husking contests of the 
1930s that drew “crowds of 
thousands, coverage by NBC 
radio, and even the Good- 
year blimp.” 

Roe was raised on a farm 
near Williams, Iowa, received 
a bachelor’s degree in horti- 
culture from Iowa State Uni- 
versity in 1960, graduate de- 
grees in botany from the 
University of Wisconsin, and 
librarianship from the Uni- 
versity of Oregon. Corncribs 
in History, Folklife, and Archi- 
tecture was published recently 
by the Iowa State University 
Press.

THE AGRICULTURAL LIBRARY: 
A CENTENARY CELEBRATION 


A reception, exhibit, and col- 
loquy highlighted the 100th 
anniversary of Penn State’s 
Agricultural Library on 
March 29 in Pattee Library. 
The Agricultural Library, 
renamed Life Sciences in 
1974, was established to or- 
ganize and make available 
publications of agricultural 
experiment stations that were 
initiated by the Hatch Act of 
1887. From a one-room of- 
fice in Old Main, the library 
moved to various quarters on 
campus, and in 1966 relo- 
cated to the central library, 
where it now occupies the 
second and third floors of 
East Pattee. 

The Life Sciences Library 
of approximately a quarter 
million volumes and 3,000 
current journals is one of the 
largest collections of agricul- 
tural, biological, and health 
sciences materials in the na- 
tion. In his address delivered 
to a capacity audience follow- 
ing preliminary remarks by 
Dean Stuart Forth, Dr. Keith 
Roe, head of the Life Sci- 
ences Library, gave a brief 
history of the unit, 


interspersing his remarks 
with humorous anecdotes 
culled from the long and col- 
orful history of the library. 
He related that students had 
once complained about the 
distraction caused by a 
warbling canary kept on the 
premises of the Agricultural 
Library in Patterson Hall. 
Overcrowding was a serious, 
even dire problem, especially 
to one faculty member, who 
wrote: “I am thin enough to 
get between the piles of 
books and don’t have claus- 
trophobia but Id hate to be 
in Patterson when the seams 
give.” Roe also paid tribute 
to his six predecessors, citing 
in particular Ms. Julia Gray, 
librarian from 1888 until 
1918, and Ms. Anna Malone, 
who directed the library from 
1938 until 1966. A keepsake 
that contains the text of a pa- 
per on the early history of 
the library written by Ms. 
Gray and a chronology of 
events compiled by Dr. Roe 
has been issued by the Uni- 
versity Libraries. 


A CENTURY OF HIGHLIGHTS 


1888/ Agricultural Library began as the Experiment Station 

1889 Library on the second floor of Old Main and in 1889 
moved to the new Experiment Station Building (now 
Art Education Crafts). 


1908 Library of 2,500 volumes again moved, this time to the 
new agriculture building (now Armsby). 


1933 Agricultural Library opened in Patterson Hall April 20. 


1949 Budget for books and journals reached $7,500; by 
1987 the materials budget was $450,000. 


1961 Plans were made for consolidation of library service in 
new addition to main library. Agriculture and zoology 
were among the subjects assigned to Penn State 
Libraries as a State Regional Resource Center. 


1962 School of Forestry Library was added to the 
Agricultural Library. Most collections were moved to 
Leete Hall during renovation of Patterson. 


1966 Agricultural Library was moved to Pattee, C107 (now 
Penn State Room) but crowded conditions were 
unrelieved. 


1968 Name was changed to Agricultural and Biological 
Sciences Library. Collection totalled 87,930 volumes 
and 1,461 journals. 


1971 Applied Mycology was assigned to Penn State as a 
subject specialty under proposed National Agricultural 
Library Network. Collection had grown to 105,436 
volumes and 1,789 journal subscriptions. 


1972 Library moved to East Pattee, where it occupied 70 
percent of shelf space on the second floor. 


1974 Name was changed to Life Sciences Library; CAIN on- 
line computerized bibliographic data base service began 
with research grant from the National Agricultural 
Library. Holdings were 125,000 volumes; Library 
experienced 5 percent cut in serials budget. 


1979 Kneebone Mushroom Reference Collection was 
established with gift of the personal library of Leon R. 
Kneebone, Professor Emeritus of Botany and Plant 
Pathology, who continues to provide funds for 
collection development. 


1981 Land Grant Agricultural Publications Microfilming 
Project began in cooperation with the National 
Agricultural Library. Penn State Libraries serve as 
coordinator. 


1985 To reduce crowding, materials were placed in the 
library annex, an accessible storage facility in the 
Academic Services Building. A microcomputer was 
made available for cataloging and data base searching.

Our effort began 
“at home,” if you will, when I 
asked the Libraries’ faculty to 
endorse the concept of a book 
endowment to honor Joe 
Paterno. They did so with 
considerable enthusiasm, and 
my assistant deans at that time 
joined me in contributing 
funds to get it started. Other 
librarians followed suit, as did 
many of our support people 
(even student assistants), a 
large number giving through 
payroll deduction. 


A FORTHRIGHT FAREWELL! 


Five years ago—it hardly 
seems that long—I talked to 
Coach Paterno about using his 
name in our efforts. As you all 
probably know, he not only 
agreed but also became the 
first of our Library Leaders by 
contributing $20,000. Others 
followed, their names 
inscribed on a handsome 
bronze plaque in the lobby of 
Pattee Library. Thirty-two 
names appear at present and 
more will be added soon. 
Three of our University 
trustees, Mimi Ungar 
Coppersmith, J. Lloyd Huck, 
and Larry Foster, are among 
those recognized. 

Successful efforts directed at 
the Paterno Libraries 
Endowment have resulted in a 
remarkable interest in giving 
to the Libraries. Four new 
endowments, bearing the 
names of Vesta Pepperman, 
James Milholland, Jr., 
Dorothy Foehr Huck, and 
James F. Holly, recently have 


been established. Two other 
endowments honor Ruby 
Skinner Miller, our first map 
librarian, and the late 
Professor Philip A. Shelley. 
Both are distinguished for 
their academic contributions 
and their close ties to the 
University Libraries. The Jane 
Fetter, John Hamilton, and 
William Slater endowments are 
especially worth noting for the 
substantial income they gener- 
ate in different subject and 
interest areas. Class endow- 
ments also have helped to pro- 
vide needed income over the 
years. Several other endow- 
ments are in the works. 

What has this support 
meant? Thousands of books 
and journals which normally 
could not have been acquired 
have been added to the collec- 
tions throughout the Penn 
State Libraries system. The 
Libraries have gained national 
recognition for excellence in 
several areas for the strength 
of certain collections, as 
revealed in a recent study con- 
ducted by the distinguished 
Stanford-based Research 
Libraries Group, Inc., of 
which Penn State is a member. 
In the report of the study, 
which included prestigious 
research institutions, Penn 
State Libraries ranked sixth in 
genetics, fourth in chemistry, 
and eighth in mathematics 
library collections. 

Another figure worth not- 
ing is the more than $3.8 mil- 
lion in gifts and pledges to the 
Libraries’ endowments and 
general funds at the end of fis- 
cal year 1987-88. This really is 
quite an achievement! More 
remains to be done, as we face 
a continuing struggle to 
strengthen our book and jour- 
nal collections and to meet 
critical needs for space, preser- 
vation of materials, staffing, 
and equipment. In moving 


ahead toward our goal, I am 
confident we can raise the 
count, looking to our alumni 
and friends to help us in the 
Libraries’ drive for excellence. 
Thank you for all you have 
done.

University. The purpose of the 
project is to organize historical 
records of the Steelworkers, 
which are kept at Penn State, 
make them available for 
research, and stimulate histori- 
cal scholarship about the 
union, its membership, and 
predecessor organizations. 

Historical Collections and 
Labor Archives, which is locat- 
ed in Pattee Library, has been 
a designated repository of his- 
torical records of the 
Steelworkers since 1967. The 
NEH-funded project will 
complete the organization of 
the entire Steelworkers 
archive, consisting of office 
files, record books, pho- 
tographs, microfilm, audiotape 
recordings, movie film, 
posters, and printed materials. 

Ms. Diana L. Shenk, a grad- 
uate of Penn State University 
and the University of 
Maryland, has been hired as 
the Steelworkers Project 
archivist. Before assuming this 
position, Ms. Shenk had cata- 
loged the files of I. W. Abel, 
former secretary-treasurer and 
president of the Steelworkers. 
During the NEH-funded pro- 
ject, which will continue until 
September, 1990, she will cat- 
alog the historical records of 
the Steelworkers International 
Executive Board, Secretary- 
Treasurer’s Office, local 
unions, and the research, legis- 
lation, public relations, and 
legal departments. 


Numerous scholars have 
consulted the archive and 
more are expected to use it as 
work progresses. According to 
Dr. Peter Gottlieb, head of 
Historical Collections and 
Labor Archives, “The project 
will allow us to realize the goal 
of opening the Steelworkers’ 
records for research much 
faster than we could if we only 
had our funds to work with.”

The price of this 
weekly publication from 
Holland is one example of the 
extreme rates charged for sci- 
ence and technology journals 
in recent years. While only a 
handful of titles command 
subscription fees in the neigh- 
borhood of $5,000 or more, 
many less-costly periodicals are 
by no means inexpensive. 

Price indices for science 
journals in particular reveal 
figures far in excess of what is 
paid for most periodicals. In 
1988, for example, the average 
annual subscription price for a 
journal in chemistry was $460; 


for physics, $483; for biology, 
$440; for microbiology, $328; 
for astronomy, $317; for 
mathematics, $280; and for 
science journals in general, 
$320. In technology, mining 
engineering journals cost the 
most, at an average of $258 
per year, with civil engineering 
titles not far behind, averaging 
$220. 

Several factors account for 
these high prices. The devalua- 
tion of the dollar is a prime 
cause for the 20 percent annu- 
al increase in subscription rates 
for science journals published 
abroad. Other factors are the 
growing size of journals, the 
proliferation of titles, high 
costs of labor and paper, and 
the practice of some foreign 
publishers of charging more to 
libraries in North America 
than to those in other parts of 
the world. One result of these 
trends is to weaken the ability 
of library budgets to support 
book purchases in the humani- 
ties and social sciences, where 
the book traditionally plays a 
more important role in schol- 
arly communication than in 
science and technology. 
Another obvious result is inad- 
equacy of funds to maintain 
essential journal collections of 
current scientific and technical 
information. 

How have libraries reacted 
to this dilemma? Some have 
overspent their budgets by 
exorbitant amounts. Some 
have cancelled subscriptions 
and worked closely with facul- 
ty to ensure careful selection 
of titles and an understanding 
of the issues affecting high-rise 
prices. The prestigious 
Research Libraries Group to 
which Penn State belongs, has 
even urged publishers to hold 
the line on subscription prices 
for the rest of 1988 and for 
1989. 

Whatever the final outcome, 
academic and research libraries 
most likely wil continue to 
face tight budgets and high 
costs for science and technolo- 
gy journals, relieved in part by 
cooperative arrangements such 
as resource sharing and other 
efforts, including strong sup- 
port from an informed private 
sector.

A LITERARY 


t noon precise- 

ly I finished my 

first novel,” 

Arnold Bennett 
wrote in his journal for May 
15, 1896. Thirty-five years 
later, at the time of his death, 
the noted British author had 
written nearly one hundred 
works, including such master- 
pieces as the novels 
Clayhanger and The Old 
Wives’ Tale, travel narratives, 
plays, essays, reviews, and a 
journal. Thanks to Charles T. 
Butler, a generous benefactor 
of the Penn State Hazleton 
Campus, part of this impres- 
sive literary canon, including 
books and manuscripts, is 
available for research in the 
Special Collections of the 
University Libraries. Mr. 
Butler, whose father, Dr. 
Lafayette Butler, assembled 
the materials, gave the collec- 
tion to the University Libraries 
in 1982 through the efforts of 
Charles Mann, rare books 
librarian and head of Special 
Collections. 

Unique in several respects, 
the collection contains five 
watercolors, reputedly the only 
existing works in that medium 
by Bennett. Of special literary 
significance is the author’s cor- 
respondence with his agent, J. 
B. Pinker, who was a friend of 
D. H. Lawrence, Joseph 
Conrad, and many other 
notable writers. This volumi- 
nous file contains over eight 
thousand pages of correspon- 
dence written between 1903 
and 1930. Bennett’s personal 
file of letters to and from his 
publisher, G. H. Doran, the 
draft of the novel Lord 
Raingo, written in minuscule 
script, galleys of other works, 
and a ledger in which Bennett 


recorded his personal bibliog- 
raphy and record of receipts 
over much of his career are 
also included. The manuscript 
of the play Flora, a libretto for 
Anthony and Cleopatra, and 
several hundred books, arti- 
cles, and works by and about 
the author complete a collec- 
tion acclaimed by scholars and 
researchers as the finest on 
Bennett outside the British 
Isles. 

The collection has been 
used by distinguished Penn 


State scholars Dr. Stanley 
Weintraub and Dr. Warren 
Smith. Kinley Roby, whose 
Penn State doctoral disserta- 


tion on Bennett was later pub- 


lished by the Louisiana State 
University Press as A Writer 
At War: Arnold Bennett, 
1914-1918, also consulted the 
collection in the course of his 
research. The unquestionable 
potential for growth and 
greater use is present in this 
valuable resource donated by 
Charles T. Butler.

EROTICA, EMBROIDERY, 
AND THE BOOK TRADE 


hree distinct collections recently were donated to the 

University Libraries by Mary Ann O’Brian Malkin 737. 

The materials include early files of the Antiquarian 
= Bookman, leading trade journal of its kind, which Mrs. 
iaiiin co-edited with her late husband, Sol M. Malkin; the Sol M. 
and Mary Ann Malkin collection of erotica, which is basically a col- 
lection of classic works acquired and translated by Mr. Malkin in the 
late 1920s and 1930s; and an outstanding selection of books on the 
history and art of lace and embroidery. An exhibit and reception in 
the Rare Books Room highlighted the addition of these gifts to the 
Libraries’ growing research collections. 

A native of Altoona, Mrs. Malkin received a bachelor’s degree 
from Penn State in 1937 and pursued graduate work at Columbia 
University and New York University from 1941 to 1948. She was 
book review editor and field editor for AB Bookman’s Weekly, for- 
merly Antiquarian Bookman, and served as the journal’s associate 


publisher. The Antiquarian Bookman wielded influence well beyond 


that of a trade journal. Its pages were packed with news, advice, 
reports of conferences, exhibitions, events, and issues on special 
themes. In 1973 the Malkins became the first non-librarians to 
receive the American Library Association’s Clarence Day Award, 
made annually to an individual or individuals for encouraging the 
love of books and reading. Our “award” to Mrs. Malkin was the 


occasion to thank her publicly for her thoughtfulness and generosity 


in presenting these gifts to the University Libraries.
